4 It will be seen from paragraph 4 of our last Annual Report 
that these Acts were put into operation in 110 Unions, and that 
the sum clue to the State in respect of the loans obtained for 
the benefit of Electoral Divisions included in those Unions 
amounted to £240,405. 

. Under section 3 of the Act of 1890, one-half this amount, 
Y lz - ■ £120,202, became due to the Commissioners of Public 
Works on the 1st of August, 1892, and of this sum there had 
been paid on the 31st of March last £110,073, leaviim £4129* 
due on that date by the Boards of Guardians of nine Unions. 



Seed Supply Act, 1880. 

5. On the 31st of March, 1892, thirteen Unions remained 
indebted under the above-mentioned Act to the extent of 
£1.3,398 15s. ^ 5d. During the year following that date four 
Unions completed the repayment of the loans obtained by them 
for the purchase of seed in the year 1880, and the total amount 
repaid to the Commissioners of Public Works during the year 
was £1,341 14s. 6d, which left a balance of £12,057 0s. lid 
due on the 31st of March last by the Guardians of nine Unions. 

The amount advanced to Boards of Guardians under the Seed 
Supply Act, 1880, after crediting the Unions with certain sums 
refunded, was £598,306 10s. 9 d, of which £586,249 9s. lOd 
had been paid on the date mentioned, viz. — the 31st of March 
last.

Amalgamation of Unions. 

15. In our last Report we mentioned that we had under 
consideration proposals submitted to us by the Boards of 
Guardians of the Killg.la and Strokestown Unions for the dis- 
solution of those Unions and the addition of the Electoral 
Divisions comprised therein to Unions adjoining. The Guardians 
of the Killala Union upon consideration of the report made by 
our Inspector, Mr. R. C. Lynch, respecting the proposed amalgama- 
tion of that Union with the adjoining Union of Ballina, expressed 
an opinion that the proposal should not be adopted, and we 
consequently postponed taking further action in the matter. 

We have received from our Inspector, Mr. A. Bourke, his 
report respecting the proposed amalgamation of the Strokestown 
Union with the adjoining Unions of Carrick-on-Shannon, Castle- 
rea, Longford, and Roscommon, and this case is still under con- 
sideration. 



Dissolution of Board of Guardians. 

1G. During the past year we deemed it necessary, in pursuance 
of the powers vested in us by the 18th section of the Poor Relief 
(Ireland) Act, 1847, to dissolve the Board of Guardians of the 
Tralee Union, and to place the management of that Union in 
the hands of paid officers. The letter assigning our reason for 
this step will be found in the Appendix.*

District Schools. 

17. The number of children maintained in the District 
School at Trim by the Boards of Guardians of the contributory 
Unions during each week from the 27th of February, 1892, to 
the 25th of February last is shown in the table on page 3. On 
the 31st of March last the number in the school was 201, of 
whom G2 were from Trim, 49 from Drogheda, 36 from Navan, 
31 from Kells, and 23 from Dunshaugblin. 

In compliance with applications received by us from die 
Boards of Guardians of the Unions of Croom, Kilmallock, 
Limerick, Listowel, Newcastle, and Rathkeale, we made an 
Order* on the 27th of February last, in pursuance of the 2nd 
section of. the Act 11 and 12 Vic., cap. 25, combining those 
Unions from the 26th of March, 1893, for the maintenance and 
education of children from their respective workhouses.

From the above table it will be seen that there was an increase 
of £2,780 in “ in-maintenance and clothing,” of £815 in the “ cost 
of relief in blind and deaf and dumb institutions, and of patients 
in extern hospitals,” and of £701 in “salaries and rations of 
officers,” while there was a decrease of £2,084 in “ out-door 
relief,” and of £1,635 in “ all other poor relief expenditure,” 
making a net increase of £577 in the expenditure on the relief 
of the poor during the year.

Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1851 . 

•21. We have approved of the adoption of the provisions of the 
Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854, in the towns of Port- 
rush and Downpatrick, and fixed the numbers of Commissioners 
to be elected at niteen and twelve respectively. 

Application has been made by certain of the inhabitants of 
the City of Waterford to have the provisions of the Act carried 
into effect, but the arrangements preliminary to holding the 
requisite meeting have not been completed.

28. There were 1,210 cases of scarlatina treated by medical 
officers of dispensary districts in 1892 as compared with 1.238 
cases m 1891, being a decrease of 28. 

Cholera, 

29. The prevalence of Asiatic Cholera on the Continent of 
Europe during the Summer and Autumn of 1892 rendered neces- 
sary the issue of Orders prohibiting the importation of rags, 
filthy bedding, and clothing from certain foreign countries and 
infected ports. These Orders will be found in the Appendix.* 
A series of instructional circulars, which we have issued upon 

important subject, will also be found in the Appendix. t In 
addition to the circulars advising sanitary authorities as to the 
precautionary measures to be adopted in view of the possible 
extension of cholera to the United Kingdom, our Medical In- 
spectors have for some months been engaged in visiting their 
districts, and in conferences with sanitary authorities and their 
officers, with the object of completing arrangements deemed 
essential for meeting the threatened danger. We have prepared 
plans and specification f for cholera huts of an inexpensive

character, designed to meet any local emergency calling for 
additional temporary accommodation, and the Cholera Hospitals 
(Ireland) Bill now before Parliament is intended to confer upon 
local authorities in Ireland additional powers lor obtaining sites 
for cholera hospitals. The various sanitary authorities, riparian, 
urban, and rural, with whom we have been in correspondence, 
‘appear to be sensible of the serious responsibilities cast upon 
them, and we venture to hope that the manner in which the 
provisions of the Public Health Acts have been carried out has 
placed the country in a better position than at any former time 
for resisting the extension of this formidable disease.

From the foregoing tables it will be seen that very few 
Boards of Guardians in Ulster and Connaught have availed 
themselves of the Acts — and those only to a very limited extent 
— the total number of houses authorized to be provided in these 
two Provinces being 182 (ninety-four in Ulster and eighty- 
eight in Connaught), while there have been 4,735 sanctioned for 
unions in Leinster, and 7,445 in Munster. A map of Ireland, by 
poor law unions, is contained in the appendix* showing the 
unions in which cottages have been authorized, and the number 
sanctioned in each case. 

Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890. 

Part I. 

38.. Since the date of our last Report the Corporation of 
Dublin, acting as the Local Authority, applied for a Provisional 
Order to confirm an Improvement Scheme made by them under 
Part I. of this Act in respect of an unhealthy area, described as 
“ White’s-lane area.” The requisite local inquiry was held, and 
on the 14th of March last we made a Provisional Order confirm- 
ing the scheme. A loan of £17,000 is required for carrying this 
scheme into effect, and the question of sanctioning it is under 
consideration. 

The Provisional Order applied for by the Corporation of 
Belfast, to which we referred in paragraph 40 of our last Report, 
having been duly made by us, was confirmed by Parliament, 
and a loan of £20,000 for the purpose of defraying the cost 
of the works, was sanctioned.

Part III. 

We sanctioned also a loan of £1,700 to the Dungarvan Town 
Commissioners for the erection of working class lodging houses 
under Part III. of the Act ; and this amount, added to 
£98,721 19s. Hd, previously sanctioned by us for such purposes, 
makes a total of £100,421 19s. 8 cl to the present date. The loan 
of £13,000 for similar purposes in the City of Dublin, referred 
to in our last Report, has not yet been sanctioned, the necessary 
preliminaries not having been completed. 



Departmental Arrangements. 

39. We mentioned in our last Report that two of our In- 
spectors, Mr. W. L. Micks and Major R. Ruttledge-Fair, had 
been seconded for service under the Congested Districts Board, 
and replaced by the temporai-y appointment of Mr. R. Kelly 
and Mr. C. R. Lynch-Staunton, respectively. Mr. Micks continues 
in the service of the Congested Districts Board, but Major 
.Ruttledge-Fair resumed the discharge of his duties as Inspector 
on the 1st of April last. 

Another of our Inspectors, Colonel G. C. Spaight, having been 
compelled by ill-health to resign, Mr. lynch- Staunton suc- 
ceeded him as permanent Inspector in February last, and Major 
D. R. Fair was appointed to act as temporary Inspector until the 
termination of Major Ruttledge-Fair’s period of service under the 
Congested Districts Board, above referred to. 

The vacancy which existed in the office of Auditor at the 
time of our last Report has been filled by the appointment of 
Mr. J. H. Calvert.

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No. 2 . — Order making regulations for the constitution of 
the Board of Management of the Galway Hospital. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Unions of Ballinasloe, Ballin- 
robe, Clifden, Galway, Glennamaddy, Gort, Loughrea, Mount 
Bellew, Oughterard, Portumna, Roscommon, Scariff, and 
Tuam ; and to all others whom it may concern : 

Whereas, by sections 2 and 4 of the Galway Hospital Act, 1892, 
(hereinafter referred to as the Act), it is, amongst other things, enacted 
that the governing body of the county of Galway infirmary shall be 
dissolved and shall cease to exist, and that in lieu of the said infirmary 
there shall be established a public general hospital, to be called the 
Galway Hospital, available for the reception of patients residing in the 
county or county of the town of Galway : 

And Whereas by sections 5, 6, and 8, of the Act, it is, amongst 
other things, further enacted that there shall be constituted for the pur- 
poses of the Act a board to be called the board of management of the 
Galway Hospital, consisting of so many members of each board of 
guardians of the poor law unions situated wholly or partly in the county 
or county of the town of Galway, qualified as thereby provided, as We, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, may from time to time deter- 
mine : that the members of the board of management representing each 
poor law union or part of a poor law union situated within the county 
or county of the town of Galway shall bo elected annually by the 
members of the board of guardians of such union out of their own 
number in manner and at the time prescribed by Us ; and that the 
board as constituted by the Act shall come into office on the day pre- 
scribed by Us : ,

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present 1 arhament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : 



1. This Act may be cited as the Poor Law (Roland) Act, 1892. 

2. On and after the passing of this Act, where a child is maintained by the 

guardians of any union, and is an orphan, or a child whose parent is in receipt 
ot indoor relief, the guardians shall have in respect of such child all the powers 
conferred on them by section one of the Poor Law Act, 1889, in respect to a 
child deserted by its parent. 1 

Provided that in respect to a child not deserted, the guardians shall cease to 
exercise their control if the parent of such child shall cease to be in receipt of 
indoor relief. z 

3. This Act shall only apply to Ireland.

No. 7 .— Audit of Accounts under Schemes framed by the 
Educational Endowments (Ieeland) Commission.

^ ir j ^ am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
enclose, for the information of the Governing Body of the 
Endowment, copies of Rules which have been framed by the Board 
tor the audit of the accounts of Educational Endowments under the 
Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

The Board aesire to keep the expense of audit as low as is consistent 
with a due regard to efficiency. It has been determined, therefore, that 
the audit shall as far as possible be conducted in the office of the Board 
by an auditor or other officer specially selected for the purpose. 

Under the rules the securities belonging to the Endowments will be 
vouched from time to time. by a competent authority; and the books 
in which the accounts of the Endowments are kept, when required for 
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inspection by the auditor, may be forwarded to Dublin by Rail or 
Parcel Post at a trifling cost. The travelling expenses of the auditor 
will thus be saved except in those cases in which necessity for a local 
inquiry may arise. The fee for audit to be fixed by the Board will 
in each case be measured by the nature, amount, and circumstances of 
the Endowment. 

When the accounts of the Endowment are already audited in connec- 
tion with some other Department of the Public Service an additional 
audit may be dispensed with. 

When a scheme deals with an Endowment which consists exclusively 
of sites and buildings occupied for school purposes, or when the amount 
of the Endowment administered under the scheme is less than £50 per 
annum, and also in other cases, on special grounds, the Board will be 
prepared to sanction the appointment of a competent person, other than 
an officer of the Board, to audit the accounts, but it will be generally 
found more satisfactory and less expensive to carry out the audit through 
the officer of the Board.

Audit of Accounts under Schemes framed by the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Commission. 

Rules. 

1. The Audit of the Accounts of eveiy Endowment dealt with by a Scheme 
framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act shall be in charge 
of an Auditor or other Officer of the Local Government Board. 

2. The Auditor will, where necessary, visit the locality of the Endowment 
and audit the accounts, but, as far as possible, and where local investigation 
does not appear to be necessary, the audit will be conducted in the office of 
the Board at Dublin. 

3. The Final Account of the existing Trustees of every Endowment shall be 
audited by an Auditor or other Officer of the Local Government Board. 

Note.— By “ Final Account” is understood the account to be prepared by 
the existing Trustees on handing over the Endowment to the Governing Body- 
constituted under the Scheme. 

4. The Accounts of every Endowment shall be kept in the form prescribed 
by the Local Government Board. 

5. The Treasurer, or other Accounting Officer of each Governing Body 
shall forward to the office of the Local Government Board at the close of each 
financial year, an abstract of the accounts of the Endowment in the form pre- 
scribed by the Board. This abstract shall be duly certified by the Governing 
Body of the Endowment under its common seal, and shall be accompanied by 
proper vouchers. 

6. The Governing Body of each Endowment shall, when requested to do so 
by the Auditor, submit for the inspection of the Auditor the books in which the 
accounts of the Endowment are kept. 

7. All certificates of stocks, shares, and other securities shall be lodged in 
bank, and shall, if so required, be open to the inspection of the Auditor. 
Upon the requisition of the Auditor a certificate shall be given by the Bank 
Manager of the securities belonging to any Endowment which are in his 
keeping. 
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8. The fee for the audit will be fixed by the Board in all cases in which the 
audit shall be in charge of an officer of the Board, and in other cases when 
the Hoard are requested by the Governing Body to do so, with due regard to 
the nature, amount, and circumstances of the respective Endowments? The 
minimum fee for audit which shall be so fixed shall be the sum of £1 Is., and 
the maximum fee £10 10s. (unless in any case of exceptional amount or com- 
plication). 

!). In the case of the Schemes set forth in the Schedule hereto, the Local 
Government Board will not require the audit of the accounts to be made by 
an officer of the Board unless the Governing Body so desire ; but will be 
prepared to consider for appointment as auditor the name of any qualified 
Accountant or Bank Manager, or otiier person of experience in commercial 
accounts, which shall be submitted to the Board by the Governing Body, and 
to sanction such appointment if satisfied as to the competency' of the person 
proposed. The audit by a person thus selected will be accepted by the Board 
as an audit by a competent authority within the meaning of the Educational 
Endowments Act, and the first and fifth of the foregoing rules, and that 
portion of the second, which requires that audits shall in certain cases be 
conducted in the ollice of the Board in Dublin, shall not apply to these 
cases.

1 . Schemes dealing with Endowments which consist exclusively of sites and 
buildings occupied for school purposes.

No. 1. — Dissolution of Board of Guardians.

Dublin, 21st June, 1892. 



The Local Government Board for Ireland have had under con- 
sideration the Minutes of Proceedings of the Board of Guardians of 
Tralee Union on the 15th instant, from which it appears that reports 
from the Relieving Officers were before the Guardians stating that they 
were unable to cash the cheques issued by the Guardians, and request- 
ing them to make arrangements for the continuance of the outdoor 
relief. 

The Guardians were not in a position to provide funds for this pur- 
pose as no lodgment of rates had been made, and they adjourned 
indefinitely the consideration of the Relieving Officers’ applications. 

The Local Government Board have to refer to their letter of the 
24tli ultimo in which they adverted to the fact that cheques to the 
amount of £2,140 had been issued and dishonoured by the Treasurer 
owing to there being no funds in his hands, and the Guardians’ atten- 
tion at the same time was called to a report from Mr. Bourke, Local 
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Government Inspector, from which it appeared that owing to ilia 
system winch the Believing Officers were obliged to adopt for supplying 
r' , le ^ sick and destitute poor suffered deprivation and hardship, 
lhe Local Government Board pointed out that such a state of things 
could not be permitted to continue, and that unless the Guardians took 
effectual steps to meet their engagements, and provide for the relief of 
the destitute, the management of the Union could not be allowed to 
remain in their hands. 

The Guardians in reply stated that they expected to be in funds in 
a fortnight,, and the Board accordingly deferred taking further action at 
the time. Three weeks have, however, now elapsed, and the Guardians’ 
anticipations have not been realized. According to the Minutes of the 
15th mst. no lodgment of rates has been made, while the liabilities of the 
Union have increased, and the Guardians are unable to provide funds 
for the relief of the poor ; under these circumstances the Believing 
Officers have applied to this Department for instructions as to how they 
are to act. 1 

Tho Local Government Board feel powerless to assist the Relieving 
Officers or advise them as to the course they should adopt while the 
administration of the Union remains in the hands of the Guardians, 
and they are satisfied that the only course open to them in the interest 
of the ratepayers and the sick and destitute poor is to dissolve tho 
Board and appoint paid officers to carry into execution the provisions 
of the Poor Law Acts. 

A n -P rd ^.’ effect is enclosed, and a further Order appointing 

\ ice-Guardians will be issued in due course.

REGULATION or IwAiiGItATlON. 

Treasury Department, 

Office of the Secretary, 

Washington, D. C., March 11, 1893. 

Article 1. Collectors of Customs will collect, as provided in section 1 of the 
Act of August 3, 1882, a duty of fifty cents for each and every passenger not 
a citizen of the United States who shall come by steam or sail vessel from a 
foreign port to any port of the United States except such vessels as are 
employed exclusively between the ports of the United States and the ports of 
t.lie Domnnon of Canada, or of the ports of Mexico, as provided in section 22 
of the Act of June 26, 1881 

Art. 2 — All such moneys collected must be deposited to the credit of the 
treasurer of the United States on account of “Immigrant fund” with an 
assistant treasurer of the United States, or national bank depositary, in the 
same manner as other miscellaneous collections are reported. Separate accounts 
ol the receipts and expenditures of money under the Act must be rendered 
monthly to the Secretary of the Treasury, on forms to be furnished by the 
government for the purpose. J 

Art. 3 — Collectors of customs on the Canadian frontier, and at all points 
where commissioners of immigration are not employed, are charged within 
their respective districts with the execution of the laws pertaining to immigra- 
tion, and all importation of labourers under contract or agreement to perform 
lubour m the United States. They will employ all customs, immigration, and 
other officers assigned to them for duty in the enforcement of the immigration 
acts; and all such officers are hereby designated and authorized to act ns 
immigration officers. 

Art. 4. -Whenever it shall be necessary, in making the examination of 
immigrants to temporarily remove them from the vessel upon which thev 
arrived to a desirable place provided for the examination, such immigrants shall 
not be regarded as landed so long as they are undergoing the examination, 
and are in charge of the officers whose duty it is to make such examination ; 
and such removal shall not be considered a landing during the pendency of any 
question relating to such examination, or while awaiting their return as pro- 
vided by law. 1 

Art. 5 — -The commissioner of immigration shall enter of record the name of 
every immigrant found upon examination to be within either of the prohibited 
classes, with a statement of the decision in each case, and at the same time 
give notice in writing to the master, agent, consignee, or owner of the vessel 
upon which such immigrant arrived, together with the grounds of refusal to 
land such immigrant, that said vessel is required to return such immigrant to 
the port, whence he came. 

Art. 6.— The regular examination of immigrants under the special inquiry 
required by statute will be separate from the public, but any immigrant who is 
ret used permission to land, or pending an appeal in his case, will be permitted 
to confer with friends or counsel in such manner as the commissioner may deem 
proper. J 

Alt 7 — Any immigrant claiming to be aggrieved by tbe decision of the 
inspection officers may appeal therefrom, and such appeal shall stay his denorta- 
tionuntd decision shall be had thereon. Such appeal shall be in writing, and 
shall specify the grounds of appeal, and shall be presented to the commislioner 
within twenty- four hours after notice of such decision, who shall at once forward 
such appeal to the Department with all the evidence in the case and his views 
tnereon. 

Any examining inspector dissenting from a decision to admit an immigrant 
may appeal therefrom, which appeal shall be in writing and specify the grounds 

ereof, and shall be forwarded by the commissioner to the Department in like 
manner as m cases of an appeal by an immigrant- 
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Art. 8. — Upon a decision of the appeal the immigrant shall be at once 
landed or deported in accordance with such decision, and, in case landing is 
refused, the master, agent, consignee, or owner of the vessel by which the 
immigrant arrived shall be notified of such decision by the commissioner, and 
that the immigrant will be placed on board said vessel to be returned as aforesaid. 

Art. 9- — The expenses for the keeping and maintenance of such immigrants 
as are ordered to be returned pending the decision of their right to land and 
the subsequent expenses for the keeping and maintenance of those ordered to 
be returned, and the expense of their return shall be borne by the owner or 
owners of the vessel on which they came. 

Art. 10 — At least twenty-four hours before the sailing of the vessel upon 
which immigrants are ordered to be returned, the master, agent, consignee, or 
owner of such vessel shall notify the commissioner of the proposed hour of 
sailing, who shall thereupon place on board all immigrants to be returned by 
such vessel as aforesaid, and in case any master, agent, consignee, or owner of 
such vessel shall refuse to receive such immigrants on board, or shall neglect, to 
retain them thereon, or shall refuse or neglect to return them to the port from 
which they came, or to pay the cost of their maintenance while on land, such 
master, agent, consignee, or owner shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanour, 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than $300 for each and every 
offence, and any such vessel shall not have clearance from any port of the 
United States while any such fine is unpaid. 

Art. 11. — No vessel bringing immigrants in the steerage or in apartments 
other than in the first or second cabin, from ports where contagious or in- 
fectious diseases are prevailing, shall be admitted to entry unless it appear by 
the certificate of the consular officer at such port that said immigrants have been 
detained at the port of embarkation at least five days under medical observation 
in specially designated barracks or houses set apart for their exclusive use, and 
that their clothing, baggage, and personal effects have been disinfected before 
being placed on board by one of the following methods : 

(1) Boiling in water not less than thirty minutes. 

(2) Exposure to steam not less than thirty minutes, the steam to be of a 
temperature not less than 100° C. (212° F.), nor greater than 115° C. (239° F.), 
and unmixed with air. 

(3) Solution of carbolic acid of a 2 per cent, strength. 

This method (No. 3) may be applied only to leather goods, such as trunks, 
satchels, boots, shoes ; to rubber goods, etc., the articles to be saturated with 
the solution. 

(4) Articles that would be destroyed or injured when subjected to any of 
the above methods may be disinfected by immersion in solution of bichloride of 
mercury, 1 part to 2,000, until all parts are thoroughly saturated, due pre- 
caution being taken against mercurial poisoning.

— That the Secretary of the Treasury shall establish such regulations 
and rules, and issue from time to time such instructions, not inconsistent 
with law, as he shall deem best calculated for carrying out the provisions 
of this act ; and he shall prescribe all forms of bonds, entries, and other 
papers to be used under and in the enforcement of the various provisions of 
this act. 

“Sec. 8 That all persons included in the prohibition in this act, upon 

arrival, shall be sent back to the nations to which they belong and from whence 
they came. The Secretary of the Treasury may designate the State board of 
charities of any State in which such board shall exist by law, or any commis- 
sion in any State, or any person or persons in any State, whose duty it shall 
be to execute the provisions of this section, and shall be entitled to reasonable 
compensation therefor, to be fixed by regulation prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe regulations 
for the return of the aforesaid persons to the countries from whence they 
came, and shall furnish instructions to the ! board, commission, or persons 
charged with the execution of the provisions of this section as to the time of 
procedure in respect thereto, and may change such instructions from time to 
time.

The Superintendent of 
immigration shall be an officer in the Treasury Department, under the control 
and supervision of the Secretary of the Treasury, to whom he shall make 
annual reports in writing of the transactions of his office, together with such 
special reports, in writing, as the Secretary of the Treasury shall require. The 
Secretary shall provide the superintendent with a suitably furnished office in 
the city of Washington, and with such books of record and facilities for the 
discharge of the duties of his office as may be necessary. He shall have a chief 
cleTk at a salary of two thousand dollars per annum, and two first-class clerks. 

Sec. 8.— -That upon the arrival by water at any place within the United States 
of any alien immigrants it shall be the duty of the commanding officer and the 
agents of the steam or sailing vessel by which they came to report the name, 
nationality, last residence, and destination of every such alien, before any of 
them are landed, lo the proper inspection officers, who shall thereupon go or 
send competent assistants on board such vessel and there inspect all such aliens, 
or the inspection officers may order a temporary removal of such aliens for 
examination at a designated time and place, and then and there detain them 
until a thorough inspection is made. But such a removal shall not be considered 
a landing during the pendency of such examination. The medical examination 
shall be made by surgeons of the Marine -Hospital Service. In cases where the 
services of a marine-hospital surgeon can not be obtained without causing un- 
reasonable delay, the inspector may cause an alien to be examined by a civil 
surgeon and the Secretary of the Treasury shall fix the compensation for such 
examination. The inspection officers and their assistants shall have power to 
administer oaths, and to take and consider testimony touching the right of any 
such aliens to enter the United States, all of which shall be entered of 
record. During such inspection after temporary removal the superintendent 
shall cause such aliens to be properly housed, fed, and cared for, and also, in 
his discretion, such, as are delayed in proceeding to their destination after 
inspection. All decisions made by the inspection officers or their assistants 
touching the right of any alien to land, when adverse to such right, shall be 
final unless appeal . be taken to the superintendent of immigration, whose 
action shall be subject to review by the Secretary of the Treasury. It shall 
be the duty of the aforesaid officers and agents of such vessel to adopt due 
precautions to prevent the landing of any alien immigrant at any place 
of time other than that designated by the inspection officers, and any 
such officer or agent or person in charge of such vessel who shall either know- 
ingly or negligently land or permit to land any alien immigrant at any place 
or time other than fhar, designated by the inspection officers, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished by a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars, or by imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

That the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe rules for inspection along 
the borders of Canada, British Columbia, and Mexico so as not to obstruct or 
unnecessarily delay, impede, or annoy passengers in ordinary travel between 
said countries : Provided , That not exceeding one inspector shall be appointed 
for each customs district, and whose salary shall not exceed twelve hundred 
dollars per year.

is full, correct, and true in all particulars relative to the mental and physical 
condition of said passengers. 1 1' no surgeon sails with any vessel bringing’alien 
immigrants, the mental and physical examinations and the verifications of the 
lists or manifest may be made by some competent surgeon employed by the 
owners of the vessel. 

Sec. 4. — That in the case of the failure of said master or commanding officer 
of said vessel to deliver to the said inspector of immigration lists or manifests, 
verified as aforesaid, containing the information above required as to all alien 
immigrants on board, there shall be paid to the collector of customs at the port 
of arrival the sum of ten dollars for each immigrant qualified to enter the 
United States concerning whom the above information is not contained in any 
list as aforesaid, or said immigrant shall not be permitted so to enter the 
United States, but shall be returned like other excluded persons. 

Sec- 5. — That it shall be the duty of every inspector of arriving alien immi- 
grants to detain for a special inquiry, under section one of the immigration act of 
March third, eighteen hundred and ninety-one, every person who may not 
appear to him to be clearly and beyond doubt entitled to admission, and all 
special inquiries shall be conducted by not less than lour officials acting as 
inspectors, to be designated in. writing by the Secretary of the Treasury or the 
superintendent of immigration, for conducting special inquiries ; and no im- 
migrant shall be admitted upon special inquiry except after a favorable decision 
made by at least three of said inspectors ; and any decision to admit shall be 
subject to appeal by any dissenting inspector to the superintendent of immi- 
gration, whose action, shall be subject to review by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, as provided in section eight of said immigration act of March third, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one 

Sec. 6, — l hat section five of the act of March third, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-one, ‘‘in amendment of the various acts relative to immigration and the 
importation of aliens under contract or agreement to perform labour,” is herebv 
amended by striking out the words “ second proviso ” where they first occur in 
said section and inserting the words “ first proviso” in their place : and section 
eight of said act. is hereby so amended that the medical examinations of 
arriving immigrants to be made by surgeon's of the Marine-Hospital Service 
may be made by any regular medical officers of such Marine-Hospital Service 
detailed therefor by the Secretary of the Treasury ; and civil surgeons shall 
only be employed temporarily from time to time for specific emergencies.

No. 1. — Small-Pox. 

Local Government Board, 

g IR Lublin, 5th December, 1892. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to call the 
attention of Medical Officers of Dispensary Districts and of Workhouses 
to the fact that Small-pox is at present" prevalent in certain parts of 
England, and to state that the Board are desirous that in the event of 
any case being introduced to this country full particulars respecting it 
should be at once forwarded to them. With this view I am to request 
that if any case of the disease shall appear in the Dispensary District or 
Workhouse of which you are a Medical Officer you will be good enough 
to furnish the Board with an immediate report containing the following 
particulars ; — 

(I.) Name, age, and address of the patient ; 

(II.) Locality in the United Kingdom in' which the patient 
appears to have contracted the disease, and route by 
which the patient travelled to- Ireland ; 

(III.) Date when first seen ; 

(IV.) Stage and character of the Small-pox, whether discrete or 
confluent ; 
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(V.) Evidence as to marks of primary vaccination, specifying 
number and character, -whether typical or otherwise, of 
such marks ; 

(VI.) Precautions adopted by you as to isolation of patient, 
disposal of infected clothing and bedding and disinfec- 
tion of premises ; 

(VII.) Steps taken to vaccinate unprotected children in neighbour- 
hood, and to re-vaccinate nurses and others” in at- 
tendance upon, or in close communication with, patient. 

Any further particulars you can furnish as to the places the patient 
may have passed through and his occupation during the twelve days 
preceding his actual illness will be useful in tracing the source of and 
controlling the danger consequent upon, the infection.

GS) to be members of the respective 
dispensary committees in the union. The Guardians should then, in 
each case in which it may be necessary to do so, electa sufficient number 
of ratepayers possessing the qualifications prescribed by the section 
mentioned, so that the number of members of each committee shall 
amount to the number authorised by sealed Order. 

This ought to be done by resolution and recorded on the minutes. 

If it should appear from the Returning ‘Officer’s return of the election 
that there are any vacancies in the office of guardian, the Board of 
Guardians should elect only such a number of qualified ratepayers to 
serve on the dispensary committees as would be necessary if the number 
of guardians were complete, so that the persons who may be returned 
to supply the vacancies may become members of the respective com- 
mittees upon which they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

As soon as the committee shall have been completed for any dis- 
pensary district, you should give notice to each member thereof of the 
day upon which the election of chairman and vice-chairman and other 
honorary officers for the year will take place in accordance with articles 
G & 7 of the Dispensary Regulations of 3rd November, 1885. 

The Board enclose three copies of a form for a return of officers of 
the several dispensary committees in the union to enable you to make 
the return in duplicate to this office and to retain a copy for the use of 
the Board of Guardians, • and they request that you will procure the 
necessary information with the least possible delay and then forward 
the return to this office.

APPENDIX C. 

Orders, ^Circulars, &c., under Sanitary Acts. 

i. ORDERS. 

No. 1. — Order amending the General Order of the 6th of 
December, 1890, prescribing regulations for the treatment of 
Persons affected with Cholera, and preventing the spread of 
the disease. 

To the Coast-Guard and Officers of Customs in Ireland, to the 
Boards of Guardians of Unions, to the Town Councils, and to 
the Commissioners severally acting as Sanitary Authorities bn any 
part of the Coast of Ireland, to all Masters of Ships, to all Pilots, 
and to all other persons whom if may concern. 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, are 
empowered by Section 148 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, 
from time to time to make, alter, and revoke such Regulations as to 
Us may seem fit, with a view to the treatment of persons affected with 
Cholera, and preventing the spread of Cholera, as well on the seas, 
rivers, and waters of the United Kingdom, and on the high seas within 
three miles of the coasts thereof, as on land ; and may declare by what 
Authority or Authorities such Regulations shall be enforced and 
executed : 
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Akd Whmeas by Section 2 of the Public Health Act, 1889, it is 
enacted that Regulations of the Local Government Board for Ireland 
made in relation to Cholera and Choleraic Diarrhoea, in pursuance of 
Section 148 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1S78, may provide for 
such Regulations being enforced and executed by the officers of Customs, 
as well as by other authorities and officers, and, without prejudice to 
the generality of the powers conferred by tbe said Section, may provide 
for the detention of vessels and of persons on board vessels, and for the 
duties to be performed by pilots, masters of vessels, and other persons 
on board vessels ; provided that the Regulations, so far as they applv to 
the officers of Customs, shall be subject to the consent of the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Customs : 

And Whereas by an Order under our Seal bearing date the Sixth 
uay of December, 1890, We did make Rules and Regulations for the 
treatment of persons affected with Cholera, and for preventing the 
spread of the disease, and by a definition in Article 1 of the said Order 
We did define the term “ Sanitary Authority” therein to mean, with 
respect to the seas, rivers, and waters within the limits described in 
Column 1 of the Schedule thereunto annexed, the Guardians of the 
Poor of the Unions named in Column 2 of the said Schedule opposite 
to the descriptions of the said limits respectively :

Precautions against Cholera. 

No. 2.— Circular to Sanitary Authorities. 

Local Government Board, 

S IE) Dublin, 27th August, 1892. 

The presence of Cholera in Western Europe and the possibility 
of the extension of the disease to this country render it desirable that 
Sanitary Authorities in Ireland should be reminded of the precautions 
which may with advantage be adopted in their districts with a view 
to the protection of the public health. The Local Government Board 
for Ireland think it may also be well to point out what ought to bo 
avoided, and to suggest such general considerations connected with the 
subject as may enable Sanitary Authorities, acting with the advice of 
their Medical Officers of Health, to instruct the public as to the mode 
cf life which according to past experience affords the best security 
against the threatened danger. 

Cholera spreads through a community in consequence of minute por- 
tions of the evacuations of a Cholera patient finding their way directly 
or indirectly into the system of persons who are in health. This occurs 
chiefly through such evacuations polluting the water supply. Hence 
the first duty of Sanitary Authorities when Cholera threatens is to 

Look to the Water Supply. 

If the local supply is from waterworks, see that the reservoirs are 
free from accidental sources of pollution from drains, manure heaps, 
foul ditches, &c. 

* Printed at pages 127— 162 of tlw Board’s Twentieth Annual Report (Report for 1891-2) 
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See that the water mains and service pipes are not close to leaking 
main sewers, or leaking drain pipes. 

Remember that a water main with leaky joints, although running 
full, may take in foul water from leaking sewers or drains, or from a 
polluted sub-soil. 

If the water supply is on the intermittent system, the danger of 
taking in foul water or impure gases through leaky joints is still 
greater. 

If the water supply is from wells or pumps, carefully examine the 
surroundings. Slop-waters, or solid or liquid tilth of any kind lying on 
the surface, are sooner or later washed down into ordinary wells. 

When Cholera prevails it is safest to boil all drinking water ; it is 
necessary to do so when the source is from wells or pumps. Water 
thus boiled should not be kept over for use longer than twenty-four 
hours. 

Do not trust to ordinary filters to purify doubtful water. 

As to Sewers and Drain Pipes. 

If sewers or drain pipes are blocked it will be necessary to clear 
them. 

If not blocked, let sewers and drain pipes alone. Their contents 
ought not to be disturbed without absolute necessity when Cholera is 
present. 

As to Privies, Dung-heaps, &c. 

Do not empty privies or disturb dung-heaps when Cholera threatens. 

If privies must be emptied disinfectants ought to be used. Dung- 
heaps and collections of fcecal matter are best treated by spreading over 
them either fresh earth or dry turf-mould to the depth of half a foot. 
If possible leave such collections alone until cold weather sets in. 

As to Houses let in tenements, or in lodgings, and Common 
Lodging Houses. 

The Sanitary Authority should see that strict cleanliness is observed. 

That there is no overcrowding. 

That drinking water supplies are not taken from cisterns which 
supply water-closets. 

That overflow pipes from cisterns do not pass directly into drains. 

That down pipes, and sink and waste water pipes, do not pass 
directly into drains. They should discharge over a trapped sink, or on 
to a surface water channel. 

Houses which surround grave-yards are dangerous habitations when 
Cholera prevails — hence such houses should if possible be detenanted at 
such times. If this cannot be done the Sanitary Authority ought to 
exercise special vigilance to see that they are not overcrowded, and 
that they are ventilated as far as possible from the side which does 
not overlook the grave-yard. 

As to Persons affected with Cholera. 

Every Sanitaiy Authority ought to provide a hospital, or ward, or 
temporary receptacle of some kind for the admission of cases of 
Cholera, in order that such cases may be isolated as soon and as com- 
pletely as may be practicable. 
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The evacuations of Cholera patients, that is the matters vomited or 
passed from the bowels, ought at once to be treated with disinfec- 
tants.* 

The clothing of patients ought to be steeped in a disinfecting mix- 
ture before passing to a laundry. 

The premises from which Cholera patients have been removed ought 
to be disinfected by burning sulphur in the room, by washing the 
timber and boards with disinfecting mixture, and afterwards by lime- 
washing the walls and ceiling. 

Precautions to be observed by cdl persons. 

In the event of a case of Cholera occurring in the district or in the 
neighbourhood, the Sanitary Authority would do well to have the follow- 
ing directions printed and posted up at the dispensaries or other public 
places, and, if they think fit, distributed by handbills. 



To avoid Cholera you are advised. 

To be temperate. Drunken and dissipated persons are frequently 
the first attacked. It is a mistake to suppose that adding spirits to 
water counteracts any dangerous qualities the water may possess. 

Boil water before drinking it. When cold pour it from one clean 
vessel into another several times to take off the flatness of boiled water. 
Do not store water in vessels for more than 24 hours. 

Tea, coffee, and cocoa are perfectly safe drinks. 

Boil all milk before you use it. 

Do not take purgative medicines except under medical advice. 

Do not eat any fish which is not perfectly fresh. Avoid shell- 
fish. 

Do not eat unripe or overripe fruit. 

Do not indulge in violent games or excessive exercise causing copious 
sweating. 

When heated from work or exercise do not drink large quantities of 
cold fluids. 

Avoid sea or river bathing when Cholera is in the district. 

* A gobd disinfecting solution may be made with £ oz. corrosive sublimate, 1 fluid 
ounce hydrochloric acid, and 5 grains of commercial aniline blue, iu 3 gallons (a bucket- 
ful) of common water. It ought not to cost more than 3d. the bucketful, and should 
not be further diluted.

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If you suffer from looseness of the bowels lose no time in seeking 
medical advice. 

Do not be afraid to help anyone who may be attacked. Cholera is 
not directly -infectious like small-pox, fever, or scarlatina.

No. 3.— Circular to Medical Officers of Dispensary 
Districts and of Workhouses. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

29 tli August, 1892. 

Sir, 

In view of the possibility of Cholera appearing in Ireland the Local 
Government Board for Ireland think it well to suggest to you the ex- 
pediency of your laying in a moderate supply of such astringent 
medicines as you may consider best calculated for dealing with the stage of 
premonitory diarrhoea which so frequently precedes the graver symptoms 
of the disease. 

You will of course be guided by your own judgment and experience 
in the selection of astringent medicines, but if you have no particular 
preference it may be pointed out to you that one grain pills of solid 
opium and the “ pul vis cretae aromaticus cum opio ” of the British 
Pharmacopoeia have been found excellent remedies for controlling 
diarrhoea. They have moreover the advantage of being portable, and 
when the powder is made up into packets containing 10 grains each 
(equal to £ grain of opium), they can be readily distributed to patients. 
The pills and the powder should be kept in well stoppered bottles and in 
a dry place. 

The Local Government Board in addressing Sanitary Authorities have 
suggested certain cheap and efficient antiseptics and germicides, and, in 
order that you may provide a moderate stock of the necessary con- 
stituents, an extract from a letter addressed by the Board to Sanitary 
Authorities in Ireland is annexed for your information.

cases of suspected cholera.

Memorandum by the Eoyal College of Physicians of Ireland. 

Suggestions, for the use of the Public, as to the treatment of early or 
suspicious symptoms at seasons when Cholera is threatened or 
epidemic. 

Habits of The College advise no alteration in the habits of living, where these have 
living. previously been moderate and regular. All excess should be carefully avoided, 
especially in the use of alcoholic drinks, as it is, of noted experience, the in- 
temperate who most certainly fall victims to the most fatal type of Cholera as 
of other epidemic diseases. 

Food. All food likely to cause indigestion or bowel complaint should be carefully 

avoided, particularly fruit in a large quantity, or in an unripe, decayed, or 
unsound state ; likewise fish or meat when in the least tainted. 

Water and Water should be used for drinking purposes only after being boiled ; and in 
Milk. ' consequence of the possibility of milk being diluted with infective water, it like- 
wise should be boiled before use. 

Cleanliness. Strict personal cleanliness should be practised, and the clothing should be 
adapted to the season and weather. 

Avoidance All debilitating causes should bo carefully avoided— such as excessive and 
of fatigue, long continued fatigue and fasting; overcrowding; exposure to moist, stagnant 
&c " air, or to air loaded with organic effluvia. 

During the prevalence of Cholera any person affected by any of the follow- 
ing complaints should at once obtain medical advice : — 

1. Diarrhoea, or looseness of the bowels ; 

2. Vomiting or sickness of stomach ; 

3. Pains in the stomach or bowels ; 

4. Pains or cramps in the legs. 

While such aid is being obtained, the patient should be put to bed immed- 
iately, and warmth should be encouraged by the application of heat to the 
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body and limbs. Also, in case of sickness of stomach, a large mustard poultice 
should be applied over the abdomen. In the event of cramps ensuing, diligent 
rubbing of the limbs should be resorted to. 

Hot brandy punch should be administered in small and repeated doses, and 
the diet should be restricted to rice, milk flavoured with cinnamon and brandy, 
or arrow-root prepared with milk or port wine. 

•Should relief not be shortly obtained, and the looseness of the bowels continue, 
ten "rains of aromatic chalk powder with opium, or twenty drops of dilute 
sulphuric acid, with five drops of laudanum, should be administered in a 
tablespoonful of water, to which a little brandy may be added. This dose, 
which is intended for an adult, may be repeated every hour for three doses. 

The discharges from the bowels should be disinfected, and disposed of as 
quickly as possible. A wine-glassful of the following disinfectant mixture 
should be poured into the vessels used by the patient, viz. : — 

Common sulphate of iron (green copperas), one ounce; 

Carbolic acid, a quarter of an ounce ; 

Water, twenty fluid ounces, or one imperial pint. 

Infected bedding and all articles of clothing worn by the sick should be 
destroyed by fire.

No 5.— Circular to Sanitary Authorities, Medical Officers 
of Workhouses, Superintendent Medical Officers of 
Health, Medical Officers of Health, and Consulting 
Sanitary Officers. 

Local Government Board, 

Sir, Dublin, 4tli November, 1892. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to bring under the 
notice of Sanitary Authorities throughout Ireland certain matters 
connected with the prospects of the public health during the coming 
year. 

In the summer of 1892 cholera in an epidemic form prevailed in Health 
parts of Eastern Europe, including Black Sea ports having commercial i sm.' 3 

intercourse with the United Kingdom. In the latter part of the 
summer and during the autumn months the disease was severely probable, 
prevalent in Hamburg, and existed in other important continental ports 
in constant communication through passenger and goods traffic with 
Great Britain. The history of former epidemics of cholera in Europe 
would lead us to expect a more severe outbreak during the spring and 
early summer months of 1893. A continental epidemic of cholera 
occurring early in the year would greatly increase the probability of the 
disease being imported into the United Kingdom, and it appears to the 
Local Government Board to be of the utmost importance that Sanitary

Authorities should avail themselves of the winter months of 1892-3 to 
make all necessary preparations to meet the threatened danger. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board to point out for the 
guidance of Sanitary Authorities what ought to be the nature of such 
preparations, and to mention that the precautions to he adopted for 
protecting the public health against cholera will also have the effect of 
enabling it to resist the extension of many other diseases. It will be 
well consequently for those concerned in the protection of the public 
health to bear in mind that the steps which they are advised to take 
with the object of warding off cholera constitute in fact the most 
effective insurance against all forms of preventible disease. No 
Sanitary Authority will have reason to regret the extra trouble under- 
taken, or the extra expenditure involved in placing the district under 
its charge in the best practicable position for resisting an outbreak of 
cholera, inasmuch as it may be confidently asserted that the lesson 
taught by all epidemics is that they fall with severity upon districts 
where sanitation has been neglected, and pass lightly over those which 
have enjoyed the advantage of enlightened and painstaking sanitary 
administration. ' J 



Spites 1,1 the ‘ r circular of tbe 27th ol August, 1892,* entitled “ Precautions 
must lie against Cholera,'’ the Local Government Board pointed out to Sanitary 
irom Authorities the importance of looking to their water supplies, and 
pollution, indicated the dangers to he avoided in connection with reservoirs, service 
mains, water pipes, cisterns and wells. The Board desire again to press 
these subjects upon the attention of all Sanitary Authorities. In 
Ireland many small towns and villages draw their water supplies from 
wells sunk in the . limestone gravel overlying limestone rock, and the 
Board deem it advisable to remind Sanitary Authorities that it is 
necessary most carefully to examine the surroundings of such wells, and 
generally of all sources of water supply. It is certain that where- 
ever wells are in the vicinity. of a filth-polluted soil, or near to dung 
heaps, or in the neighbourhood of ill-constructed or leaking sewers or 
drains, the well water is exposed to dangerous sources of pollution. 
The Local Government Board cannot too strongly impress upon 
Sanitary Authorities the importance of looking to the local circum- 
stances which may affect the purity of water supplies. The safety of a 
water supply can he best secured by guarding the sources of such supply 
from all accidental pollutions. The result of chemical analysis is not to 
he depended upon as a continuing guarantee of the purity of a water 
supply, especially in tire case of wells. The individual sample analysed 
may not disclose the presence of gross impurities, but well waters are 
frequently unstable in their composition, and it has been ascertained 
that extremely dangerous constituents may be present in water without 
disclosing their, existence to the trial of any tests employed by the 
analytical chemist. Any water supply exposed directly or indirectly to 
the danger of pollution by fecal matters may when cholera or enteric 
(typhoid) fever is present in a locality, become the medium for the 
distribution of the specific contagium of either of those diseases, and it 
is therefore the duty of every Sanitary Authority to exercise constant 
supervision oyer the purity of the surroundings of their wells, and other 
supplies of drinking water.

In the circular above referred to, it was pointed out that when

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cholera is present it is not desirable to disturb old accumulations of Section 
offensive matter, and that while a high temperature prevails, it is not J^ b 0 jf c the 
prudent without urgent necessity to meddle with the contents of sewers Health Act 
and drains. That advice was not intended to aj>ply to the ordinary 1878 ' 
administration of public health matters, such as the periodical removal 
of offensive accumulations, the abatement of nuisances, and the emptying 
at stated short intervals of the contents of cess pools and privies. The 
time, however, has arrived when it becomes the’ serious duty of 
every Sanitary Authority to deal effectively with all accumulations of 
offensive matter, and with this object each Sanitary Authority should 
now arrange for a careful and systematic inspection of its district. within 
the meaning of section 108 of the Public Health Act of 1878, which 
provides that “ it shall be the duty of every Sanitary Authority to 
“ cause to be made from time to time inspection of their district with 
“a view to ascertain what nuisances exist calling for abatement, and to 
“ enforce the provisions of this Act in order to abate the same.” During 
the approaching winter, Sanitary Authorities are afforded an interval 
of some months which will enable them to provide against the probable 
advent of cholera next summer, and upon the manner in which they avail 
themselves of this fortunate respite will depend the extent to which 
they will be found capable of resisting the danger which threatens the 
United Kingdom next year. 

The Local Government Board again invite the attention of Sanitary Fiith- 
Authcrities to the several mattars alluded to in their Circular of last g^ noes - 
August. The principal points to be attended to are : — crowding, 

The careful removal and prevention of all possible sources of Ashpits, Sec. 
pollution of existing water supplies. 

The abatement of all nuisances, including accumulations of filth, 
decaying vegetable refuse, and the various nuisances defined under 
sections 57, 107, and following sections of the Public Health Act. 

Inspection of lodging-houses, the prevention of overcrowding therein, 
and the observance of strict cleanliness especially as regards privies and 
ashpits. 

It is further of the greatest importance that in each centre of popu- Hospital 
lation arrangements should be made for providing ambulances for con- accommo- 
veyance of patients and for the reception and isolation of any cases of Chofera 01 ’ 
cholera which may occur in the district. Next in importance to a pure 
water supply, as a means for preventing the spread of cholera, is the epi<m c 
provision of separate accommodation for any cases which may be 
imported, into a district. Apart from the necessity of keeping cholera 
patients in hospital where prompt and suitable medical treatment can be 
directed to meet the varying phases of the disease, there are other 
reasons which render separate accommodation essential for arresting the 
spread of cholera. Isolation is of importance not because cholera is 
infectious in the sense that small-pox, for instance, is infectious. It 
is necessary to isolate cases of small-pox because the atmosphere 
surrounding a small-pox patient is charged with the infection, and it is 
dangerous for anyone, not duly protected by efficient vaccination, to 
approach the patient. In cholera there is no such danger of infection 
through the atmosphere surrounding the sick. The importance of 
isolation in cholera cases lies in the fact that the copious fluid evacuations 
of the patient carry with them the specific germs of cholera. Such 
evacuations before being disposed of should be disinfected, and careful 
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disinfection is difficult except in hospitals where all proper arrangements 
have been made beforehand for the disinfection and subsequent safe 
disposal of the evacuations. If such evacuations are carelessly disposed 
of, or thrown out-upon the soil, they may sooner or later find their wav 
into the subsoil, into watercourses, and ultimately into well waters, and 
tints at leDgtli enter the system of healthy persons and so communicate 
cholera. Clothing and bedding saturated with cholera discharges will 
be properly dealt with in hospitals, whereas it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to guard against all the dangers connected with cholera 
discharges in private dwellings, especially in the dwellings of the poorer 
classes. In hospital wards under proper medical supervision these 
matters are kept in view and efficient disinfection is enforced. Recent 
investigations tend to show that the “ bacillus ” of cholera when first 
discharged from the human body is not in an actively dangerous 
condition, but that after the lapse of some days, whether present in 
water, or soaking in clothing or bedding (under certain conditioxrs of 
temperature and environment) it acquires actively dangerous qualities. 
It is well known that nurses and attendants on cholera patients may 
have their garments saturated with fresh cholera discharges without con- 
tracting the disease, and, on the other hand, that laundresses who, after 
the lapse of some days, wash clothes fouled by cholera discharges are 
exposed to very great danger. Hence the extreme importance of the 
prompt removal of cholera patients to isolated wards where their evacu- 
ations may be treated and disposed of, so as not to pollute the soil or to 
become a source of danger to the community at large, through either 
directly or indirectly finding their way into the water supplies.

The Cholera Orders in force 
prohibit the importation of goods of a known dangerous character such as 
those classed under the Customs definition of “ Bags,” a term including 
several articles of import. Filthy clothing and bedding are also 
forbidden to be landed. 

The Customs Authorities cause all vessels coming foreign to be 
boarded at stated points around the coasts, and their officers prevent the 
landing of prohibited articles. If sickness exists on board they notify 
the fact to the Medical Officer of Health appointed under the Cholera 
Orders for the principal Irish ports, and they stop such vessels until 
they are examined by the Medical Officer of Health. The Cholera 
Orders furthermore give the Medical Officer of Health power to visit 
and examine all vessels coming from infected ports, and other vessels 
when he has reason to believe that they may be infected . ) 

At the principal ports, stations are marked out in which vessels 
having sickness on board are required to anchor, and intercepting 
hospitals are provided on shore for the treatment of cholera or sickness 
smspected to be cholera. 
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ilia precautions thus briefly referred to are intended to stop all sea- 
borne cases of cholera and the provisions of the Cholera Orders referring 
to taking the addresses of their intended places of destination of all 
passengers on ooard infected ships, secure that inland Sanitary Authori- 
ties shall be notified as l.o the arrival within their jurisdiction of persons 
ivho might carry cholera beyond the port of debarkation. Under modern 
conditions governing commercial intercourse the regulations just re- 
ferred to embrace the precautions which after careful consideration of 
the question of quarantine appear to be practicable. It is not thought 
that any system of quarantine amounting to a complete arrest of all o-oods 
and passenger traffic can be enforced in the United Kingdom. The 
cross-channel traffic between continental ports and England is so 
extensive that if quarantine were sought to be established against vessels 
commg from certain foreign ports the practical result would bo not to 
prevent the landing of goods and passengers but to divert the traffic to 
other ports of embarkation, and it would manifestly be impracticable to 
impose quarantine upon vessels from port after port without placing the 
Umted Kingdom m a position of isolation which it would for many 
reasons be impossible to maintain for any length of time. The measures 
adopted in England have so far been successful in preventing the spread 
of sea-borne cases of cholera. Up to the 30th of September upwards of 
twenty cases of cholera have been imported, but in consequence of the 
excellent arrangements made for the isolation and treatment of the 
patients the disease has been prevented from extending to the sur- 
rounding population. As regards the risk connected with imported 
cases ot cholera, England, from its position in respect of continental ports 
ancl the extent of its commerce, is move exposed to danger than other 
parts ot the United Kingdom, and, with reference to the future prospects 
ot Ireland, it is to be observed that if cholera should unfortunately 
become prevalent in England next year, it will not, in the opinion of the 
•Local Government Board, be possible to prevent the importation of the 
isease into Ireland. The cross-channel traffic through passenger 
steamers, colliers, and coasting vessels, between English, Scotch and 
• ‘ p° rts can hardly fail to land persons on our shores in the stage of 

incubation of cholera, and, in the opinion of the Local Government 
oard, it would be useless to place reliance upon any system of quaran- 
me, or even to trust wholly to the inspection, were it practicable, of 
every vessel entering our ports. 

The real safeguards against Cholera spreading in Ireland during the aw

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
forward, for the information of the 

Sanitary Authority, plans and estimates which appear to the Board to 
bo adapted for meeting any sudden emergency requiring the provision 
of temporary accommodation for patients suffering from Cholera or from 
other diseases rendering isolation desirable for the protection of the 
public health. 

Hie Sanitary Authority will observe that the plans and estimates 
enclosed are primarily intended as additions to some existing hospital or 
other institution in which cooking departments and the necessary stores 
are already provided. The principal object which has been kept in view 
has been to assist the Sanitary Authority by furnishing the outline of 
an economical form of hospital hut, and it will be observed that, where 
it may be considered desirable, an addition can be made at the back of 
the central portion so as to include a kitchen and store,

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In forwarding tlie plans and accompanying details the Local Govern- 
ment Board desire to impress upon the Sanitary Authority that they ‘have 
been prepared solely with the object of assisting any Sanitary Authority 
wishing to obtain a design for their guidance, but the Sanitary Authority 
are at liberty to adopt any other suitable plan which may appear to 
them to be better adapted for meeting local requirements, and the 
Local Government Board recommend all Sanitary Authorities to be 
guided by the advice of the Medical Officer who would have charge of 
the sick as to the adoption, with or without modifications, of the 
accompanying plans, or as to substituting for them any other form of 
hospital accommodation which may be preferred. 

I am to add that the fresh water barrel shown in the plans is intended 
to store water for washing and cleansing, and that the water so stored 
should not be used for drinking or cooking purposes.

Specification. 

The accompanying plans are prepared with a view of assisting the Sanitary 
Authorities in providing Cholera Hospital accommodation in connection with 
workhouse or other buildings. These plans do not provide cooking arrange- 
ments^ stores, the object in view being to provide, at a small outlay, accom- 
modation for an emergency should it arise in any district. 

Plan No. 1 provides two wards for six patients, three of each sex, the beds 
being placed against one side wall, the width of the wards being 12 feet G 
inches, and the length 24 feet, affording 100 superficial feet of floor space and 
1,000 cubic feet of air per bed. 

Plan No. 2 provides two wards for twelve patients, six of each sex, the beds 
being placed against each side wall, the width of the wards being 18 feet, and 
the length 25 feet, affording 75 superficial feet of floor space and 950 cubic 
feet of air per bed. 

In each case a central entrance is provided leading to Male and Female 
Wards, also a Nurse’s room common to both, having an entrance off the hall 
and small windows overlooking each ward ; this room can be utilized for cook- 
ing purposes or as an extra ward. 

At the end of each ward is provided a pail or earth closet, disconnected from 
the ward by a lobby having windows at each side to admit of cross ventilation, 
the pail or receiver being removable by a door or flap on the outride so us to 
avoid carriage of refuse through the ward. 

Plan No. 1— Stoves are provided for heating. 

Plan No. 2 —Open fire places are indicated, the chimney flues being carried 
up in brick shafts, but stoves can be substituted if desired or should time not 
permit of the erection of the shafts. 

These wards can be extended or contracted in length as occasion may require 
or a single ward can be erected, but the greater the number of beds provided 
for the less will be cost per bed in proportion. 

In the case of two sheds being required a distance of not less than thirty 
leet to intervene.

Adverting to the circular letter of the Local Government Board for 
Ireland of the 4th of November last recommending the adoption of 
certain precautions in this country against Cholera, in the fifth para- 
graph of which the Board drew the attention of Sanitary Authorities to 
the duty devolving upon them under Section 108 of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, in regard to the periodical inspection of their dis- 
tricts, I am directed by the Board to request that they may be 
informed whether the Sanitary Authority have since taken sieps to 
ensure a careful and systematic inspection of their district, with a view 
to the immediate enforcement of the provisions of the Public Health 
Act in all cases in which nuisances requiring abatement may be found 
to exist therein. 

The duty of the Sanitary Authority under the section referred to is 
one to which, having regard to the probable approach of Cholera in the 
present year, they should give their earnest and continued attention.

No. 8 . — Instructional Letter to Medical Inspectors. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 11th February, 1893. 

You are acquainted with the views set forth in the Circulars addressed 
by the Board to the various Sanitary Authorities throughout Ireland, 
and with the correspondence addressed to certain Sanitary Authorities in 
your district on the subject of Cholera and the precautionary measures 
the Board have recommended in view of the danger of Cholera appearing 
in this part of the United Kingdom. 

It appears to the Board that their Medical Inspectors may now with 
advantage review the condition of their districts, and, by means of con- 
ferences with Sanitary Authorities, their Executive Sanitary Officers and 
others, draw their attention to any conspicuous defects in sanitary 
matters, and urge upon those concerned that very little time now re- 
mams for completing local defences against the spread of Cholera. Your 
attention should in the first place be given to the existing state of the 
Port Sanitary arrangements. The Port Sahitary Authorities around 
the Coast constitute the first line of defence against the introduction of 
Cholera, and it is all important that the 'local arrangements should be 
such as to admit of the provisions of the Cholera Order of the 6th 
December, 1890, being carried out without failure. 

If, as has already been pointed out in the Board’s circulars, Cholera 
should obtain a footing in England, Wales, or Scotland, it will not, it is 
feared, be found possible to prevent its introduction into this country ; 
and, although all arrangements at our principal Ports may be fairly 
complete so far as regards the isolation of cases arriving in ships from 
abroad, the cross-channel traffic is likely to introduce cases of incipient 
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Cholera, which may not develop characteristic symptoms until the 
sufferers reach their destination at inland places. It is therefore im- 
portant that suitable arrangements for the isolation and treatment of 
Cholera cases m Irish inland towns should be completed before the 
disease reaches our shores, and, as to the extent of such arrangements 
the Board think your safest guide will be the character of the local water 
supply. If this depends on wells or rivers Cholera once introduced may 
be expected to prevail with severity. Towns deriving their water 
supply from reservoirs fed by rainfall collected outside the inhabited 
area and unpolluted by manured lands at the gathering ground may be 
expected to be lightly visited. In other words, whore the water supplies 
of a population are exposed to pollution a large proportion of the in- 
habitants will probably suffer ; and where the water supplies are pure 
Cholera will not extensively prevail. It is well, however, to bear in 
mind that even where a water supply is good some local conditions un- 
favourable to health may determine a severe local outbreak of Cholera 
Thus experience has shown that public institutions which are over- 
crowded often suffer severely, and it would be well that the Managers 
should be warned m time and be made aware that if Cholera appears 
amongst the inmates such overcrowded institutions will require to he 
detenanted for.a considerable period. In summer weather when Cholera 
appears m barracks it is found necessary to place troops under canvas 
and to throw all doors and windows of infected buildings open to wind 
and weather. ° 1 



When you are in consultation with the Sanitary Authorities of large 
towns the Board think it would be well for you to point out that a 
clear understanding ought to exist beforehand between the Urban and 
the Rural Sanitary Authorities as to which Authority may be most 
conveniently invested with powers under the 3rd Section of the “ Epi- 
demic and other Diseases Prevention Act, 1383,” to carry out any 
Reguktions the Board may And it expedient to issue under Section 149 
of the Public Health Act of 1878; and the Sanitary Authority to be 
invested with the responsibility ought forthwith to consider the provi- 
sional arrangements which will he found necessary for carrying out such 
Regulations. It may he well to keep in view that the Regulations

F am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to state 
tnat it appears that largo numbers of aliens in a filthy and otherwise 
unwholesome condition are now being brought into the United Kingdom, 
and that the danger of the introduction of cholera is thereby increased. 
Under these, circumstances the Board have thought it desirable to issue 
an Orderf altering the Cholera Regulations made by them on the Ctli 
December, 18 JO, so as to impose certain restrictions on the landing of 
persons from ships bringing passengers of the class referred to, except 
under conditions which would allow of their being kept under observa- 
tion, although the ship by which they have been brought may not on

arrival have been infected with cholera within the meaning of the 
Regulations. 

The Order confers power on the Medical Officer of Health, in the 
case of any ship which has on board passengers of the class above 
mentioned, to certify that, in his opinion, with a view to checking the 
introduction or spread of cholera, the persons on board should not be 
allowed to land until they satisfy him as to their names, places of 
destination, and their addresses at such places. When such certificate 
has been given no person on board shall leave or be allowed to leave 
the ship unless he satisfies the Medical Officer of Health as regards the 
particulars specified. 

Any person who satisfies the Medical Officer of Health as to these 
particulars may leave the ship, but in that case it will be the duty of 
the Medical Officer of Health forthwith to give notice to the Executive 
Sanitary Officer oi the Sanitary Authority of the name of the person 
and his address at his place of destination, and it will then be the duty 
of the Executive Sanitary Officer to transmit the same to the Local 
Authority of the district in which the place of destination of the person 
is situate, so that the person may be kept under observation by such 
Local Authority. 

When the person fails so to satisfy the Medical Officer of Health, the 
Order prohibits his leaving or being allowed to leave the ship, and any 
person contravening this Regulation will be liable to a penalty of £50. 

The provisions above referred to, as already stated, apply to a ship 
which is not infected with cholera. Article I. of the Order lias the effect 
of imposing like conditions with regard to persons leaving a ship which is 
infected with cholera, so far as regards persons who are not certified by 
the Medical Officer of Health to be suffering from cholera, or from any 
illness which he suspects may prove to be cholera. 

Article IV. provides that the words in the Order shall have the same 
meaning as words in the Regulations of the 6th December, 1890, as 
amended by the Order of the 26th of July 1892, and consequently the 
term “ Medical Officer of Health,” as used in the Order, will include 
any duly qualified medical practitioner appointed by a Sanitary Authority 
to act in the execution of those Regulations.

spread of cholera in this country. 

The Board, in. the new Order, have also made applicable to a ship 
which has come from a place infected with cholera the provisions which 
apply to a ship which has on board passengers in a filthy or otherwise 
unwholesome condition, with respect to the requirement as to the 
names, places of destination, and addresses at such places of the persons 
on board the ship. It will be observed that the provisions will only 
come into operation when the Medical Officer of Health has deeined it 
desirable, with a view to checking the introduction or spread of cholera, 
to give the certificate provided for by Article II. of the Order. The 
Medical Officer of Health will, of course, before giving any such certifi- 
cate, carefully consider all the circumstances of the particular case. 

Two copies of the Order and a copy of this circular letter are enclosed, 
and it is requested that one copy of the Order and circular may be given 
to the Medical Officer of Health.

(c.) In or incidental to the adapting for sale of any article, 
and wherein, or within the close or curtilage or precincts of which, 
steam, water, or other mechanical power is used in aid of the manu- 
facturing process carried on there. 

The expression “ factory” in this Act means textile factory and non-textile 
factory, or either of such descriptions of factories. 

The expression “ workshop in this Act means — 

(1.) Any premises or places named in Part Two of the Fourth Schedule lo 
this Act, which are not a factory within the meaning of this Act. 

(2.) Also any premises, room, or place, net being a factory within the mean- 
ing of this Act, in which premises, room, or place, or within the close 
or curtilage or precincts of which premises, any manual labour is 
exercised by way of trade or for purposes of gain in or incidental to 
the following purposes or any of them ; that is to say — 

(a.) In or incidental to the making of any article or of part of any 
article, or 

(ft.) In or incidental to the altering, repairing, ornamenting, or 
finishing of any article, or 

(c.) In or incidental to the adapting for sale of any article, 
and to which or over which premises, room, or place the employer of 
the persons working therein has the right of access or control"

Where a place situate within the close, curtilage, or precincts forming a 
factory or workshop is solely used for some purpose other than the manufactin- 
ing process or handicraft carried cn in the factory or workshop, such place shall 
not be deemed to form part, of that factory or workshop for the purposes of 
this Act, but shall, if otherwise it would be a factory or workshop, be deemed 
to be a separate factory or workshop, and be regulated accordingly. 

Any premises or plai e shall not be excluded from the definition of a factory 
or workshop by reason only that such premises or place are or is in the open 
air. 

This Act shall not apply to such workshops, other than bake-houses, as are 
conducted on the system of not employing any child, b young person, b or woman b
